confirmed the fact through Fire 
Chief Short of Oakland. 

Fisher came to station No. 4, at 
about 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
Davidson reports. He talked to the 
men there about the apparatus, and 
secined interested in all they had to 
say. From there he caught a street- 
car back to Oakland, but on his way 
through El Cerrito he stopped oif 
and set the Fairmont school on fire. 

He found the back dcor of the 
school open, and went down in the 
basement, There he piled up all the 
rubbish he could find, and set it 
ablaze, Chief Cooper says. Fisher 
admitted the following facts to Fire 
Chief Sam Short of Oakland, Cooper 
learned when he went to that city 
to ecnfirm the belief that the boy 
had been to Richmond. 

Fisher says that he never set any 
fires in Richmond. The Fairmont 
fire being the only offense he com- 
mitted in this pes of the bay.

Savory Fritterss Have on han 
thin slices of cold cooked mutton, 
beef or veal.

THE LANGUAGE OF CHEFS 

Dishes served “au jus” such as

on, and then baked in the oven 
or under the broiler. Dishes “au 
naturel” are not necessarily perfect 
ly “natural” but are ccoked plainly 
and simly.
